The orders have stiU to be re- 
viewed by a military judge. In a 
statement released qy the IDF 
spokesman yesterday, the army 
alleged that the university has “been 
under the control of the so-called 
students' organizations which have 
virtually taken over the university as 
a front for the terrorist organiza- 
tions." The various -factions com- 
prising the student council “deter- 
mine die nature of the activities and 
all issues related to the curriculum, 
while the university administration 
serves' as a pawn in their hands, 
lacking any real control over uni- 
versity affairs." 

Despite “a great deal of restraint * 
and tolerance towards the activities 
of an-Najah ...it was ascertained chat 
academic freedom in this institution 
was being exploited for the perpetra- 
tion of serious violations of law and

public order on campus and in the 
area," the statement continued. 

A university spokesman re- 
sponded yesterday that the adminis- 
trative detentions are another link in 
a chain of measures “designed to 
crush an-Najah. Defence Minister 
Rabin alleges that we are not an 
academic, institution? Well, he is 
partly correct. In the past 24 months, 
an-Najah has been dosed by the 
army for 11 months. These measures 
cannot improve things on the West 
Bank,” he said. 

The university was closed last 
week for two months, following the 
murder of an Israeli civilian in the 
city. , 

The spokesman flatly rejected the 
. IDFs contention- that the students 
. controlled the campus. “The student 
council has no say. whatsoever in 
academic affairs," he said. 

The IDF believed it bad no choice 
but to use the administrative arrest 
orders which hadlong been avoided, 
because the students' involved 
allegedly bad ignored restriction 
orders and continued to organize 
and incite unrest; Some of the de- 
tainees have served prison terms for 
such offenses as the transport and 
delivery of weapons, the IDF state- 
ment added. 

Last week, an administrative 
arrest order was issued for the first 
time in six years against Ziad Abu 
Ain who was recently released from 
jail in the prisoner exchange with the 
FFLP-GC.

U.S. envoy Pickering assumes 
post, says Israel merits peace

Thomas Pickering, the U.S. 
ambassador to Israel who took up his 
post yesterday, says Middle East 
peace talks are at an especially deli- 
cate stage. 

Pickering told a press conference 
yesterday the U.S. would work 
closely with Israel to advance the 
peace process. He spoke after pre- 
senting his credentials to President 
Herzog. 

“No country and no people in the 
Middle East deserve peace more 
than the country of Israel and the 
people of Israel and we will work 
very hard with you to achieve that 
goal.” he said. 


Washington has been seeking 
assurances that talks between the 
U.S. and a delegation of Jordanians 
and Palestinians would lead to direct 
Israeli-Arab dialogue. . . 

“The issue of meetings with a 
Jcrrdanian-Palestmian team is at a 
particularly delicate stage,” said 
Pickering, 53. A former ambassador 
to Jordan, Nigeria and El Salvador, 
he replaces Samuel Lewis, who 


served as ambassador for eight 
years. 

Pickering declined to comment on 
new measures adopted by Israel to 
cope with terrorist attacks. 

“The government of Israel as a 
sovereign country has the right to 
make up its own mind' about its 
policies. It is not my job as ambassa- 
dor to comment on this," said Pick- 
ering, when asked about the anti- 
terror crackdown. 

Judy Siegel adds: 

Earlier a guard of honour of 
dozens of navy cadets stood to atten- 
tion as the ambassador walked up 
the plaza to Beit Hanassi on a red 
carpet. He was greeted inside by 
Herzog. Foreign Ministry director- 
general David Kimche and deputy 
director-general Hanan Bar-On. 

The president and Pickering 
toasted each other with champagne 
and had a hatf-huiir private talk, 
during which they discussed U.S-- 
Israel relations and Middle East 
problems. 

Pickering is married and has two 
children, both of whom remain in 
the U.S. 


President of Guyana dies 

GEORGETOWN, Guyana (APJ. - 
President Forbes Burnham, who 
ruled the former British colony of 
Guyana since independence in 1966, 
died yesterday of heart failure while 
undergoing surgery at Georgetown 
Hospital.

City officials have told Mekorot 
that it does not have the funds to pay 
the bill. 

Mekorot is supplying water for 
two hours each day, one hour in the 
morning and one hour in the even- 
ing. 

The muniapality has been sup- 
plying water to residents from a 


reservoir at a Crusader fortress 
under Health Minsitry supervision. 
Residents of the artists quarter re- 
ported getting water from a spring. 

The city is reportedly asking the 
Interior Ministry to cover Safad’s 
debt to Mekorot. 

Meanwhile, in Hadera, electricity 
may be cut off tomorrow to tbe Hillel 
Yoffe Hospital because it owes the 
Israel Electric Corporation IS34 mil- 
lion. 

Hospital director Moshe Mashiah 
received notice of the possible power 
cut the day the facility reduced its 
use of electricity - including shutting 
off air conditioners through much of 
the hospital despite high tempera- 
tures. 


‘Mule-bomb’ explodes at SLA complex

Security sources believe Syrian in- 
telligence is behind the efforts to get 
car-bombs into the security zone, in 
an attempt to disrupt' reridents’ lives 
and to strike at SLA soldiers. . 

An IDF spokesman said the 
mule’s rider apparently intended to 
do more harm, but the bomb went 
off before he could get into position. 

- The communist Lebanese Nation- 
al Resistance Front claimed the 
bizarre bomb “demolished” the 
building which it- said housed 30 
Israelis and 40 SLA members. 

The Front, in a statement issued in 
Beirut, identified the suicide bom- 


ber as 23-year-old Jamal Sati, a Sun- 
ni Moslem from Kamed el-Loz. The 
village was a hotbed of resistance 
during Israel's occupation after its 
1982 invasion. 

The statement said he was the 
Communist Party’s military chief in 
his village and the suicide bombing 
was his 10th operation against the 
Israelis. 

The Front, an umbrella organiza- 
tion for resistance forces, has 
claimed responsibility for most of 
the attacks against Israeli troops and 
the SLA in South Lebanon. 

The statement said Sati detonated 
the explosives hidden in. the mule’s 
saddle baskets, as it ambled past the 
complex, AP reported. 

Galei Zahal said the building 
housed SLA militiamen and made 
no reference to any Israelis in the 


complex. 

According to AP, the Communist 
■Party said Sati left a handwritten 
“last will and testament" in which he 
said: “My joy was capped by the 
decision that I cany out the mis- 
.sion.” 

He urged his father, friends and 
comrades not to mourn him. He also 
wrote a long, wistful poem to his 
mother: “Don’t cry for me... This is 
my blood;.. Drink from it you re- 
volutionaries." The document was 
dated July 30-31. 

Earlier reports had suggested that 
the explosion could have been trig- 
gered by remote control. 

Last week Unifil soldiers inter- 
cepted a donkey loaded with 400 
kilos of dynamite near Shebaa, 8 
kilometres southeast of Hasbaya. a 
UN spokesman told AP. 

No timing device or detonator was

Unions likely to snub 
new pact on firings

TEL AVIV. - The government 
and the trade unions remain 
poles apart on the issue of public- 
sector dismissals, despite last 
night's agreement to reduce the 
workforce by 3 per cent within 
the framework of existing labour 
agreemements. 

While government sources 
said the dismissals process would 
begin “in earnest” from today. 
Civil Service Union secretary 
Reuven Ben- Ami told The Jeru- 
salem Post that he would not 
agree to shortening the process, 
as demanded by the government. 

“Have you ever heard of a turkey 
agreeing to Christmas being adv- 
anced?" he asked rhetorically. 

According to last night's agree- 
ment. Ben- Ami and Civil Service 
Commissioner Avraham Natan, 
neither of whom attended the meet- 
ing, will meet today to solve the 
technical problems of the dismissals. 
Afterwards, the heads of the various 
public-sector departments will meet 
with their respettive work commit- 
tees to begin the process, the govern- 
ment sources said. 

However, Ben- Ami said that he is 
not sure that he and Natan have 
anything to talk about. “First we’ll 


speak on the telephone and see if 
there is any sense in meeting." he 
said. 

Last night's agreement, which was 
drawn up by Prime Minister Peres 
and signed by Finance Minister 
Moda'i and Histadrut Secretarv- 
General Kessur. left open us many 
problems as it solved. 

The Hisiadrut won an undertak- 
ing that existing labour agreements 
will be honoured “in 'all their 
clauses." and that dismissals will be 
effected in terms of the agreements. 
It also won the consent of Moda'i to 
the exemption of the lowest strata of 
wage earners from National Insur- 
ance contributions - which will in- 
crease their net salaries by 5.3 per 
cent - and the advancing of tax- 
bracket adjustments to August and 
September, iastead of October. 


The government won an under- 
taking from the Histadrut that it will 
"advise" the public-sector unions to 
agree to the shortening of the dismis- 
sals process by 21 days. At present, 
the designated process is 96 days for 
the Cnil Sen ice Union and 60 days 
for the Clerical Workers Union. 

However, the Histadrut stressed 
that agreement to "advise" on the 

shortening of the process does not 
mean that it accepts the principle of 
dismissals. And both Ben-Ami and 
Clerical Workers Union secretary 
Eliahu Reiff said last night that they 
were opposed to shortening the pro- 
cess. 

Reiff said that if the proposal is 
made by the Histadrut. he will dis- 
cuss it with the works committees 
from his union. However, he will not 
l Continued cm Page 2.

Peres, Moda’i pleased by exports

Exports in July totalled some $490 
million, tbe Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics announced yesterday. During 
the first seven months of this year, 
exports totalled $3,411 billion, 7.6 
per cent more than in the similar 
period in 1984. 

The exports figure was the latest in 
a series of positive economic de- 
velopments that have been warmly 
received by Prime Minister Peres 
and Finance Minister Moda'i. Both 
stressed that tbe export figures are 
coming close to the target set at the 
beginning of tire year of a 10 per cent 
rise. 

The figures showed July exports 


up some 15.8 per cent over July 
1984. Industrial exports, excluding 
diamonds, totalled S346m.; some 
$I36m. worth of polished diamonds 
were exported, and agricultural ex- 
ports totalled S8m. 

During the first seven months of 
this year industrial expons, exclud- 
ing diamonds, totalled $2.345b., 9.3 
per cent higher than the same period 
last year. This wus achieved through 
a 14 per cent increase in the exports 
of metallic and electronic goods, 
which accounted for some 60 per 
cent of the rise in industrial exports 
and reflects a rise in exports of 
defence equipment. Export of optic- 
al and precision tools rose by 20 per 
cent; sales abroad of food products 


abroad rose by 8 per cent . 

The Industry Ministry said the 
24.4 per cent increase in industrial 
exports last month reflected in- 
creases in sales of almost every sec- 
tor. This resulted from the rise in the 
value of European currencies, the 
ministry added. 

The figures showed, however, 
that the drop in recent months of 
agricultural exports continued in 
July. During the first seven months, 
these exports fell by some 5.1 per 
centtoS340m. 

Exports of polished diamonds 
showed a 12.7 per cent rise in 
January-Julv over the same period 
last year. They totalled S717m. in the 
firsl’seven months of this year.

2 soldiers

TEL AVIV. - Herut yesterday may 
have laken the first step towards a 
formal system of party factions when 
Deputy Premier David Levy’s sup- 
porters met on a factional basis. 

Levy supporters threatened to 
organize as a separate wing of the 
party if Sunday night's decision to 
co-opt the small La’am faction of the 
Likud into Herat is not rescinded. 

Factionalism would mean that 
each faction of the party would be 
represented on party forums in prop- 
ortion to its strength, and elections 
would be held internally within each 
faction. 

But while the Levy supporters 
waved the flag of factionalism 
yesterday, it was dismissed by Vice 
Premier Shamir's camp.' Shamir’s 
supporters maintained that Herat is 
in any case not entirely free of fac- 


tionalism. even though it is not a 
formal rmd institutionalized state of 
affairs.. 

.The Levy camp keeps a list of its 
people they said. Now Levy is out to 
formalize that unhealthy situation, 
they added. 

They said that Shamir would not 
allow himself to be dragged into a 
confrontation with Levy over the 
La'am issue and that Levy would just 
have to accept the results of Sun- 
day’s vote. 

Levy is already challenging that 
vote in the party court, which is due 
to meet on the issue Friday. It is not 
known whether it will hand down a 
verdict that day. Levy is complaining 
that Shamir “hijacked" the vote, 
that the vote took place amid great 
disorder and that people who are not 
central committee members took 
part.

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Peres: Lebanon war over, 
peace in area imperative

HAIFA. - Prime Minister Peres ex- 
pressed the hope yesterday that the 
attack early Monday morning on an 
Israel Defence Forces patrol in 
Lebanon in which two soldiers were 
killed and two were wounded, was 
an isolared incident. 

Speaking during a visit to Nesher 1 
near here, Peres said the battles in 
Lebanon were finished and the war 
over. 

“As an army we have pulled out 
completely and finally. The presence 
(in Lebanon) of some Israeli soldiers 
is functional, not geographic, and 
this will change in accordance with 
needs," he said. 

Peres, who was a guest of the Imco 
Industrial and Marine Engineering 


Company, also referred to progress 
towards peace in the region. 

Israel, he said, is engaged in a 
dialogue with Egypt and Jordan and 
wiU do all in its power to ensure the 
success of the talks. 

The prime minister dais it is im- 
perative to achieve peace so that the 
younger generation will not have to 
face the prospect of war. 

At the same time, he said, the 
government will not allow terrorists 
to operate freely and, to this end, he 
had approved new measures to 
clamp down on terrorism and incite- 
ment. 

But Peres reiterated his opposi- 
tion to the death penalty, saying the 
country would not be forced into 
changing its character or its Jewish 
values and morals. . 


Court blocks expulsion of freed terrorist 


The High Court of Justice yester- 
day delayed the deportation of a 
released terrorist, and ordered the 
defence minister and the military 
governor of the Tulkarm area to 
explain within 45 days why they 
decided to deport the man. 

Abdul Magid Radad was released 
in the prisonef exchange with 
Ahmed fibril’s terror organization 
earlier this year. Under the terms of 
the exchange, prisoners who were 
residents of the territories were to be 
allowed to return to their homes. 
Non-residents were to leave the 
country. 

Radad served 17 years of a 30-year 
prison term after being caught cros- 
sing the Jordan River with a group of 
terrorists. He claims, however, that 
he was registered as a resident of the 


territories in a census immediately 
after the Six-Day War. 

In his petition to the High Court, 
Radad stated that since his release 
he has lived with his parents in the 
Tulkarm area and has expressed re- 
gret for his actions. According to the 
petition, he had received a special 
permit to stay with his parents, but 
the permit had expired and he had 
been ordered ro appear at offices of 
the Red Cross and informed that he 
would be deported. 

Radad argued that deporting him 
would violate an international agree- 
ment signed by the government. 

The temporary restraining order 
barring Ra dad's deportation was 
issued by Justice Gavriel Bach, who 
referred the petition to a panel of 
three justices. (Itim) 


Peretz must justify order against PLP man

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day issued an order nisi calling the 
interior minister to show cause why 
he should not cancel his order bar- 
ring advocate Kamel Daher from 
leaving the country for a year. 

Minister Yitzhak Peretz issued the 
order under the 1948 Defence 
Emergency Regulations on June 24 
on the grounds that if Daher, who is 
a spokesman for the Progressive List 


for Peace, were to travel abroad “the 
security of the state could be 
harmed." 

Daher. who was joined in his 
petitions by the Association for Civil 
Rights in Israel, argued that the right 
of a citizen to enter or leave his 
country is a basic right. The adminis- 
trative limitation of such a right by a 
minister, without a detailed explana- 
tion, raised fears that the decision is 
unjustified, he said. 


Zamir. Ministers must support cabinet 


Every member of the cabinet is 
obligated to support cabinet deri- 
sions and may criticize them only if 
he first resigns, according to a legal 
opinion by Attorney-General Yit- 
zhak Zamir presented yesterday to 
Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hillel. ’ 


Zamir wrote the opinion in re- 
sponse to a question sent to him by 
Hillel in early June. 

Zamir wrote that “a minister who 
publicly disagrees with a cabinet de- 
cision violates the constitutional 
principle of collective responsibil- 
ity" as laid down in the Basic Law: 


The Government. 

Zamir noted, however, that the 
only sanction which can be taken 
against a minister who violates this 
rule is removal from office - a poli- 
tical decision that is entirely in the 
hands of the prime minister. 

If a minister or deputy minister 
votes 3gainst or abstains on a bill or 
other measure proposed by the gov- 
ernment in the Knesset, the cabinet 
can deride to notify the Knesset that 
the minister is considered to have 
resigned, Zamir stated. But he notes 
that this sanction, too. depends 
mainly on political considerations.

.with manslaughter but might be 
charged with use of force and im- 
proper conduct. 

The IDF spokesman declined to 
comment on the radio report, saying 
that the findings have not been sub- 
mitted to the army. 

Mordechai was. first named as 
being under investigation in a report 
in the Koteret Rashit news weekly.

Later three teams investigated the 
incident. The first ; estabtisbed that 
tile two had been alive when taken 
off the bus; the second prepared a 
file for the state attorney. 

The last team was appointed by 
the attorney-general to examine the 
entire affair. Headed by State Attor- 
ney Yona Blatman, the team com- 
prised investigators from the police, 
the military police and both civilian 
and military prosecutors. 

Asher Wallfish adds: 

Reacting to the radio, report that 
Mordechai would be charged with 
relatively minor offences, Tehiya 
Party chairman Yuval Ne’eman 
attacked Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir, saying that Zamir's intent to 
file charges against Mordechai 
proves that “any connection be- 
tween the legal - establishment in 
Israel and justice is purely coin- 
cidental.” 

Ne’eman charged that the legal 
establishment “tangles with those 
who are protecting the lives and 
safety of the citizens instead of those 
who commit murders. It could not 
happen in any other country in the 
world -except Israel. Evoy time we 
have one craziness piled upon 
another.” 

Meanwhile, Knesset Member Ran 
Cohen (Citizen’s Rights Movement) 
sent a note congratulating Mor- 
dechai for not befog charged with 
killing terrorists. 

At the same time, Cohen called on 
Prime Minister Peres and Defence 
Minister Rabin to find out who was 
responsibly for murdering the two 
terrorists and to bring the responsi- 
ble persons to trial.

Mormon: Proselytizers will go home

The president of Brigham Young 
University today is to deliver a copy 
of his written pledge that the Mor- 
mon centre being built on Mt. Sco- 
pus will not be used for missionary 
activities to MK Dov Shilansky 
(Likud), chairman of the Knesset 
Interior Committee. The centre has 
aroused ultra-Orthodox opposition. 

Jeffrey Holland told The Jeru- 
salem Post in an interview that he 
chose to deliver the pledge in person 
to efopbasize the importance he and 
university officials attribute to the 
centre. 

The original text of the pledge is 
on file with the Israel consulate in 
Los Angeles. 

Holland said the pledge cited the 
17-year history of BYU extension 
programmes in Israel and elsewhere 
outside the U.S. It renewed oral 
promises that students will not pro- 
selytize and that, if they do, they will 
be sent home. It also notes that at the 
request of the Israel Council for 
Higher Education, the centre will 
not enroll Israeli students. 

Stressing that he is a layman, 
although BYU is sponsored by the 
Mormon Church. Holland said the 


centre is particularly important to 
the university because “for Brigham 
Young University. Jerusalem is a 
holy city. It is where our roots are.” 
“We acknowledge we are not

Holland, who was met by demon- 
strators ut Ben-Gurion Airport on 
Monday night and outside his hotel 
yesterday morning, said he had been 
pleased at the opportunity to speak 
to the demonstrators. “They did 
listen.” he said, adding that the 
protesters were still labouring under 
the misapprehension that the BYU 
structure would be a church and that 
he was a church official. 

Among the fundamental tenets of 
the Mormon faith are freedom of 
worship for all and a commitment to 
obey the laws of the land, he said. 
Despite the well-known success of 
Mormon missionary activity, the 
Mormons do not proselytize any- 
where fo the world without the per- 
mission of the local government, he 
said.

Dorcm said that when her 
delegation gave a press conference 
and was asked about Israel's stand 
on apartheid and the unrest in South 


Africa, she. voiced her concern in 
Israel's name. • 

At this, Victor Shemtov (Mapam) 
said he would have demanded a 
Knesset plenum debate about the 
bloodshed in South Africa, had this 
been possible during the current 
Knesset recess. 

Chairman -Abba Eban (Align- 
ment) then declared that he spoke in 
the name of all when be expressed 
his dismay and concern at the dis- 
turbances and suffering in South 
Africa. None of the committee 
members demurred. 

Following Doron's report, several 
of her colleagues said it proved how 
viral it is for Israel to rake part in 


such international gatherings and to 
-foil hostile propaganda campaigns. 

Doron had the highest praise for 
the support which the U.S. delegates 
gave her. and said she and her team- 
mates managed to set up friendly 
contacts with individuals from many 
delegations that stood Israel in good 
stead when the pressure mounted. 


West Germans help pay 
tax for Israelis* trip

He 
teaches the history of the Jewish 
people at the regional school in Kib- 
butz Kfar Blum. The other organiz- 
er, Frieda Reissier, pointed out that 
Galilee youth have few opportuni- 
ties to travel abroad. 

The Bonn school has provided 
each young Israeli with $228 toward 
the $300 travel tax. The ticket and 
the tax on it cost an additional S384. 

The young Israelis’ two-week trip 
ends on Saturday.

Itzhak Caspj. the overall Maccabi 
chairman, charged that while their 
group had made every effort to se- 
cure a democratically agreed conclu- 
sion to the dispute Hapoe! had been 
determined to rely on their automa- 


tic majority and were set on dictating 
terms. His complaint was echoed by 
both Yigal Griffel for Betar and 
Zeev Braverman, the head of Elil- 
zur. 

Shimon Mizrahi, director of Mac- 
cabi's basketball section, conceded 
that the split in the league (especially 
after last year’s remarkably success- 
ful season - * “would set Israeli basket- 
ball back 30 years” but maintained 
that it was now too late to change the 
thrust of events. “Hapoel have mis- 
sed the boat. They refused to negoti- 
ate. Unless they back down and 
allow two overseas players, we are 
determined to go through with the 
new league system,” Mizrahi said. 

Lower league basketball will not 
be affected with teams affiliated with 
the three organizations continuing to 
play in the Hapoel-domfoated Israeli 
Basketball Association formats. 

Maccabi heads last night also 
warned that they might allow the 
dispute with Hapoel to spread over 
into other arenas and provoke a split 
in the National Soccer League as 
well. 


War on illegal poultry sales

TEL AVTV. - The Poultry Produc- 
tion and Marketing Board yesterday 
increased the number of its road 
checks in a crackdown on the illegal 
private sale of chickens and eggs. 

The measures were ordered by 
Agriculture Minister Arye Neham- 
kin following a considerable rise fo 
private selling of poultry products 
during July. The increase followed 
last month’s subsidy cuts. 

According to Agriculture Ministry 
regulations, poultry and other farm 
products may be sold only through 
production and marketing boards. 

In addition to the road checks, the 
board will hand out increased fines 
to those engaged fo illegal sales. 
Nehamkin has also approved cutting 


the production quotas of the farmers 
apprehended. 

Ministry spokesmen also said 
there are currently 100 million sur- 
plus eggs in Israel, which represents 
approximately one month's average 
consumption. Some surplus eggs 
have been sold at a loss to foreign 
buyers, while others have been given 
to needy institutions, according to an 
agreement readied last month with 
the Social Affairs Ministry.

Ya’acobi gives warning: 
Tax revolts will fail

TEL AVIV - Economics Minister 
Gad Ya’acobi yesterday called on 
the self-employed “to. think twice, 
and even thrice, before carrying out 
their threat to stage a tax revolt 
against the monthly 8.38 per cent 
surtax” on their income tax. 

“Any such revolt can only result 
fo failure, for the authorities will 
take the proper steps to enforce the 
law,” he stated in an interview with 
The Jerusalem Post. 

The Chamber of Self-Employed 
called an emergency meeting of its 
members yesterday evening to dis- 
cuss such a tax revolt. The chamber, 
which is composed of 22 organiza- 
tions, represents about 25 per cent of 
the 200,000 self-employed, including 
doctors fo private practice, tax con- 
sultants, lawyers, opticians and taxi 
drivers. 

Ya'acobi stressed that “the self- 
employed have no moral basis for a 
tax revolt." According to his figures, 
during the past few years, due main- 
ly to inflation, income-tax collection 
from the self-employed has dropped 
considerably. Five years ago com- 
panies and the self-employed (which 
are lumped together in government 
statistics) paid 45 per cent of ail 
income tax, while today the figure is 
27 per cent, Ya’acobi said. He 
admitted that most of the drop was 
due to the failure of companies to 
pay taxes, but said the share of the 
self-employed had also dropped. 

“The surtax is intended only to 
impose an equal tax load on the 
c sir-employed", just as foe Stein- 
berg Law (imposing a tax on stocks 
and equipment) is intended to see 
that companies pay a fair share,” he 
said. 

Nevertheless, Ya’acobi thought 
that the self-employed were getting 
an unfair deal in a different area. 
They are a vital sector of iheeoo- 
nomy. and they are being denied a 
proper voice in expressing their 
opinion in the highest forums.” 

He said he had proposed that the 
Chamber of Self-Employed be 
admitted as a member to the Econo- 


mic and Security Council, whose 
current members are foe govern- 
ment, the Histadrut, and the Manu- 
facturers Association. However, 
both foe Histadrut and the Manufac- 
turers Association oppose this. 

The Chamber claims that the His- • 
tadrut is opposed to admitting it to 
the council because this would leave 
foe unions without a scapegoat to 
accuse of tax evasion, and that the 
manufacturers are opposed since it 
would weaken the manufacturers’ 
position as sole representative of the 
country's employers. 

Ya’acobi added: “I am entirely 
sympathetic with their demand for 
proper representation — and I have 
told Chamber leaders this on several 
occasions. But there is a vast differ- 
ence between this and refusing to 
pay taxes.” 

A senior Histadrut official yester- 
day rejected accusations' that the 
Labour Federation is conducting a 
slander campaign against the self- 
employed and demanding foal dis- 
criminatory taxes be levied against 
them. 

Naftali Ben-Moshe. chairman of 
the Histadiut’s tax committee, said 
that the Histadrut has nothing 
against self-employed who “fulfill 
their civic duties in accordance with 
foe law.” He added, however, th3t 
the Histadrut would not cease its 
campaign against tax dodgers. 

The fan remains. Ben-Moshe said, 
that most of those who do not pay 
the foil taxes to which they are liable 
“are to be found in those sections of 
the public that do not have their 
taxes deducted at source.” 

He called on the self-employed 
who do pay their full taxes to join the 
Histadrut in its struggle against black 
capital-

Moscow begins moratorium on nuclear tests 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - The Soviet 
Union yesterday hegan a five-month 
freeze on nuclear tests rimed to coin- 
cide with the 40th anniversary of the 
dropping of a U.S. atom bomb on 
Hiroshima at the end of World War 
II. 

The moratorium, announced by 
Kremlin chief Mikhail Gorbachev 
on July 29. was hailed by the Soviet 
press as a major new initiative which 
could pave the way for the end of the 
nuclear-arms race between the su- 
perpowers. 

But the U.S. dismissed it as a 
propoganda stunt and said it was not 
in Washington's inre rests to match 
tile Soviet moratorium yet. 

Soviet media meanwhile indicated 
a cool initial response to President 
Reagan's offer Monday night to join 


Moscow in a nuclear blast freeze 
when current U.S. testsare finished. 

Radio Moscow's English- 
language sc nice said in its first re- 
port that Reapn's remarks were 
"hazy." It quoted the president as 
saying he did not know when such a 
step could be expected. 

The official news agency Tass, in a 
report from Washington, said 
Reagan "tried to assure his audience 
that the United States would be 
ready for a moratorium when it had 
completed its nuclear test program- 
mes.'* It did not speak of a specific 
proposal by the president. 

Announcing the freeze, Gor- 
bachev said the Soviet Union would 
continue the moratorium into next 
year if the U.S. agreed to do the 
same. 


But western diplomats said the 
Kremlin is unlikely to welcome 
Reagan's offer since Moscow main- * 
tained there was a relative balance 
between the superpowers* forces 
which would be disrupted by a U.S. 
resting programme to develop a new 
missile. 

Reagan made clear he intended to 
catch up with what Washington saw 
as Soviet nuclear advances by de- 
veloping the Midgetman rocket. 


Moscow and Washington have 
each regularly rejected the other's 
public proposals on the tortuous 
issue of nuclear arms and space 
weapons in the run-up to Novem- 
ber's first meeting between Reagan 
and Gorbachev, to be held in Gene-

Pretoria bints at change 


DAVEYTON. South Africa (Reu- 
ter). - Nobel Prize-winner Bishop 
Desmond Tutu yesterday challenged 
South African emergency regula- 
tions. as state-run radio hinted 
strongly at changes to the country’s 
race laws. 

Meanwhile. South African police 
hurled tear gas grenades into black 
leader Winnie Mandela's home and

He said police used tear gas to 
evict rioters who took refuge inside 
the dwelling. 

The police said they found seven 
petrol bombs inside the house, 
where Mandela established the only 
clinic available to the township's 
impoverished population.

Fortyyears later-minute of silence in Hiroshima 


HIROSHIMA (Reuter). - The ex- 
plosion of an atomic bomb over this 
Japanese city 40 years ago was 
marked yesterday at the blast site 
and elsewhere in the world with 
warnings that nuclear weapons 
should never be used again. 

Prime Minister Yasuhiro Naka- 
sone, speaking before a crowd of 
55,000 in Hiroshima's Peace Park, 
called for the ultimate abolition of 
nuclear arsenals. 

The park stands below the spot 
where the U.S. B-29 bomber Enola 
Gay dropped the first nuclear 
weapon on the morning of August 6, 
1945. 

The blast killed tens of thousands 
of people, precipitated the end of 
World War Two and launched the 
world into the nuclear -age. 

Controversy over whether the 
attack was justified still continues 


and the Soviet newspaper Pravda 
yesterday wrote that the Hiroshima 
bomb, and the one dropped days 
later on Nagasaki, were "...the first 
operation of the cold war against the 
Soviet Union." 

President Reagan defended the 
Hiroshima attack when he said in 
Washington Monday: “We dropped 
the bomb in an effort to end what 
had been the greatest war in man's 
history.” 

Reagan reaffirmed the U.S. 
stance that a conventional assault to 
occupy the Japanese Islands would 
have resulted in more than a million 
deaths among Japanese civilians and 
Japanese and Allied soldiers. 

Estimates of the casualties of the 
Hiroshima attack alone are general- 
ly thought to be of some 80.000 
people killed outright and that as 
many have since died of radiation 


and other effects. 

Anti-nuclear protesters block- 
aded the main entrance of a U.S. 
missile base at Mutlangen in West 
Germany while demonstrations by 
Spanish pacifists and anti-Nato mili- 
tants were scheduled outside the 
U.S. Embassy in Madrid. 

A demonstration was held outside 
a U.S. nuclear missile base in Sicily 
where some demonstrators said they 
would go on hunger strike until Au- 
gust 9, anniversary of the Nagasaki 
attack. 

Anti-war demonstrations took 
■ place Monday in the U.S. and in 
major West European dries. 

Peace groups in Australia and Bri- 
tain overnight painted thousands of 
human silhouettes, or “shadows," 
on pavements and streets in memory 
of the dead of the 1945 nuclear 
bombings. 


The silouettes were meant to be 
similar to all that remained of people 
who stood near “ground Zero,” the 
main impact point, when the 
Hiroshima bomb fell. - 


In Hiroshima', the crowd of 
55,000 people observed a minute of 
silence at 8.15 a.m. - four decades to 
the moment when the four-ton bomb 
dubbed little Boy exploded above 
thedty. 


A flight of doves rose amid choral 
music and the ringing of a Buddhist 
bell to summon spirits of the dead. 
At the Ground Zero Cenotaph in 
Peace Park, black-clad bereaved de- 
posited the names of 4,200 people 
who died this year from delayed 
bomb after effects. The latest dead 
bring to 138,700 the number of iden- 
tified A-bomb victims, whose names 
are inscribed at the cenotaph.

Freak waves hit 


French Med. coast 


MARSEILLES (Reuter). - Naval 
helicopters plucked terrified cam- 
pers from flooded beaches early 
yesterday after two freak waves hit 
Frances’s Mediterranean coast. 

One 19-vear-old girl was swept to 
her death and hundreds of holi- 
daymakers were forced to abandon 
cars. Tents and caravans submerged 
on the coast of the Camargue. 

The giant waves, more than two 
metres tall, swept across 10 
kilometres of dunes between Les 
Saintes Maries de la Mer and the 
mouth of the River Rhone. 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - Afghani 
authorities have tightened security 
in response to increased rebel activ- 
ity in Kabul, including rocket attacks 
on military outposts and daily bomb- 
ings, western diplomats said yester- 
day. 

Rebels have also stepped up fight- 
ing ai a Pakistan-border outpost 
winch had been under rebel siege 
until a Soviet offensive relieved it 
two months agp, diplomats said. 
Guerrillas also overran a military 
outpost outside Kabul killing six 
Afghani soldiers, they said. 

In Kabul, Afghani officials 
blamed on electric fault for an Au- 
gust 3 fire in a central grain market 
which killed five people. But (he 
diplomats said several people in the 
area heard explosives at the same 
time. 

A car belonging to the secret 
police was bombed on Thursday in 
Kabul but there was no information 
on any casualties. 

The diplomats also said fighting | 
appeared to be over after an offen- ! 
sive by some 10.000 Soviet and 
Afghani troops against rebels in the 
strategic Panjsher Valley, but battles i 
were reported elsewhere. 

Western diplomats quoted an un- 
named Warsaw Pa a country diplo- 
mat as confirming that an offensive 


launched in June in the mountainous 
valley had ended. They said the 
objective was to disrupt the flow of 
supplies to rebels. 

Afghani Foreign Minister Shah 
Mohammad Dist, in New Delhi for a 
meeting of the Indian-Afghani joint 
commission, said both countries face 
destabilization from “aggressive and 
adventurist circles." He did not 
name any countries responsible. 

India is one of the few leading 
□on-communist countries not to 
have condemned the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

The three-days of talks are the 
first to be held since 1982 but are 
expected to result in the signing of a 
cultural-exchange pact and an Indi- 
an promise to boost aid to Afghanis- 
tan in health, industry, agriculture 
and education.

Judicial sources said the charge 
alleged that Yves Saliens, 37, had 
caused the accident by negligence or 
failure to observe safety regulations. 

Saliens was provisionally released 
from custody on Sunday night after 
telling investigators he had allowed a 
northbound local train onto a single- 
track line before a southbound ex- 
press had passed. 

The resultant head-on collision 
was the country's worst rail crash for 
13 years.

BBC board defied strike threat 


LONDON (AP). - The British 
Broadcasting Corp. decided yester- 
day to stick to its ban on screening a 
documentary about Northern Ire- 
land extremists, defying a strike 
threat and accusations that it is sup- 
pressing free speech-. 

The governors of the publicly 
owned corporation, after meeting to 


reassess the situation, said they still 
believed the programme is "flawed" 
and unpresentable in its present 
form. 

The decision was made despite a 
threat by most of the country's tele- 
vision and radio journalists to hold a 
24-hour strike today to protest the 
ban. 


PEKING (Reuter). -Chinese televi- 
sion said last night that five people 
had been sentenced to death and 
many others jailed after scores of 
women were raped by hooligans led 
by sons of senior Communist Party 
officials. 

The broadcast said 31 people had 
received jail terms of up to life for 
their part in raping, gang-raping and 
molesting more than 130 women. 

It was believed to be the biggest 
case of its kind involving the sensi- 
tive subject of cadres' children to be 
reported by the official Chinese 
media. 

A Communist Party circular said 
60 people were involved in the gan gs 
which had operated since 1979. 
Twenty-four were the sons of senior 
officials, including a top police offic- 
er and two local Co mmunis t Party 
bosses. 

The three fathers were expelled 
from the party for trying to protect 
their sons from prosecution, the 
broadcast said.

its Shi'ite militants unhesitantly 
affirm they will destroy Israel even 
before imposing Islam in Lebanon. 

"We are not in a hurry for Islamic 
rule in Lebanon,” says Hussein 
Mousawi, the bearded, youthful- 
looking leader of Islamic Amal. 
“Discussion of the political system in 
Lebanon should come after we finish 
with the problem of Israel, when we 
destroy the Zionist entity. 

“Islam wiU rule the whole world,"* 
he added confidently. Mousawi 
leads a few hundred armed men and 
is considered the best political brain 
among Baalbek’s Islamic militants. 

“Because it is the religion of God, 
Islam will be the dominator of the 
world, not just of Lebanon and the 
Middle East," he said, forecasting 
second-class citizenship for other re- 
ligions under the new order. 

“Whoever refuses to join the reli- 
gions of God will have to accept the 
fact of being second and will not be 
able to be part of the ruling struc- 
ture,” he said. 

Mousawi, a 43-year-old grand- 
father, thoughtfully fingered worry 
beads as he spoke of bis links with 
Iranian leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. He denied he was an 
extremist or terrorist as he expound-: 
ed on the Moslem fight for justice. 

Mousawi is taken seriously by 
Western intelligence agencies, 
which see Baalbek as a “centre of 
terrorism.” But many Baalbek 
Shi'ites don't seem to take Irani an- 
style Islam as seriously as he would 
like. 

While he. refused to see a woman 
translator.withont the headscarf and 
covered arms decreed by Tslam tradi- 
tion, many women in the poor but 
bustling streets wore Western 
dothes. Very few wore the shapeless 
black chadors of Islamic fun- 
damentalism. 

Patrons drank alcohol at a res- 
taurant. “Everyone drinks, but not 
in public,” said a secretary in jeans 
and sleeveless blouse. “You can buy 
it in the shops if the owner knows 
you.” 

Though 80 per cent of Baalbek’s 
Christian minority have fled, she 
said the bells of two churches bring 
the remaining faithful to mass on 
Sundays. 

“Fundamentalists don't repres e nt 
Baalbek* - as^ most-people- '-jpii&tffe 
think,” said n resident ‘There - are- 
other groups, but they don’t want a 
military confrontation — Fun- 
damentalism is a passing thing, and ■ 
it's been decreasing here recently.’ 

Even now, the radicals don't con- 
trol Baalbek. Syrian troops patrol in 
ostentatious strength* Tanks ring the 
dty and guard squares.

Unwilling mayor

BEING THE MAYOR of Beirut is a 
lot of trouble. And it does not pay a 
penny. Only a sense of duty, says 
Shafik Sardouk, made him accept a 
unanimous cabinet appointment to 
what he believes is the only unpaid 
big-city mayorship. 

That was more than three years 
ago, after his predecessor bad died. 
Since then, sectarian fighting has 
added new pockmarks to what 
Beirutis fondly remember as a for- 
mer paradise. And the divided city 
has fallen deeper into decay; 

Sardouk, 58, who put aside his law 
.practice to try to keep Beirut run- 

■ fling, how squats in an abandoned

“I want to change the city and live

.stolen all the city's ambulance's, 
threatened Sardouk when he bull- 
doted 500 militia-protected kiosks to 
clean up the seafront boulevard in 
1982, and continue to squeeze pro- 
tection money out of businesses, and 
citizens increasingly loath to pay 
taxes. 

According to Sardouk, the city' 
collected only $4.5 million in taxes 
last year, about 15 per cent of the 
council's budget: “People refuse to 
pay because they have their own 
financial worries," he says. 

The municipality is forced to bor- 
row money to pay its 7,000 em- 
ployees* of whom only 1,500 are 
actually working: “The rest don't 
come to work because of the trou- 
bles. But they do their best to come 
in and pick up their salaries at the 
end of the month, and we have to 
pay them,” says Sardouk. 

AMONG THE MOST obvious signs 
of the municipality's financial trou- 
bles are rat-infested garbage piles 
which have sprung up on street cor- 
ners throughout West Beirut. . 

Sardouk says there are simply not 
enough garbage trucks. “And on top 
of that, the garbage workers have 
gone on strike every month since I 
became mayor.” 

In contrast, Christian East' Beirut 
is relatively clean. There, the 
Lebanese Forces militia, working 
through “popular committees'’ set 
up at the outset of the war to main- 
tain public services, enlist volunteers 
for such tasks as*garbage collection, 
repairing water mains and taking 
care of refugees. 

' Residents say the militia has de- 
tailed computer files on all house- 
hold and business incomes, collect- 
ing indirect taxes from property 
sales, gasoline, restaurant- meals, 
cinema tickets andports, to support 
itself and maintain the Christian sec- 
tor. 

Throughout the war, the city 
council has never-given up hope. It 
bought 60 new French-made buses in 
1983 because, says Sardouk, “we 
thought the war was ending and we 
wanted to start up public transport 
again.” . 

During a lull in the fighting early 
this year, 30 of the buses were finally 
brought out of their garages. But 
renewed violence meant they had to 
be taken off the road after a week.

Secretary of State George Shultz 
dramatized the mood in a speech 
urging a joint government-business 
defence against foreign terror bom- 
bers, kidnappers and extortionists. 

“When America’s businesses have 
a bard time doing business abroad, 
all of America suffers.” be told a 
convention of industrial security spe- 
cialists. “The men and women who 
work for American business abroad 
are on the front line.” 

Risks International, a security 
company specializing in intelligence, 
lists more than 23,000 “terrorist” 
incidents - politically motivated 
murder, abductions, hijackings and 
other violence - worldwide since 
1970. Sixty per cent took place in the 
last five years. 

Senior analyst Eugene Mastrange- 
io said a record 3,525 serious terror- 
ist acts occurred in 1984 and the top 
category, 34 per cent, was violence 
against companies and personnel.

Sixty-six attacks - more than one a 
week - were staged against multina- 
tionals and 21 of them had a U.S.

“Business is becoming more 
attractive as a target by default as 
governments and military become 
better trained, equipped and alert,” 
Mastrangelo said. “There is also 


growing recognition as terrorism 
matures that the economic arena 
offers the best rerums for energy and 
resources invested.” 

BRIAN JENKINS, an expert on 
political violence with the Rand Cor- 
poration research group, estimated 
that since 1970 companies have paid 



out between £500 million and SI 
billion in ransom money to kidnap- 
pers or in response to other means of 
extortion, including bomb threats or 
product sabotage. 

Hence the rapid growth of private 
security. Jenkins said the U.S. mar- 
ket for protection could be worth 
about $22 billion a year now, up 
three times since 1980. with a further 
tripling likely by the end of this 
decade. 

The American Society for Indust- 
rial Security estimates that anti- 
terrorist techniques and hardware 
alone could^account for expenditure 
of $20 billion annually by 1990. 

Peter Goss, North American chief 
for Control Risks, one of the top 
companies in the field, said U.S. 
businesses had come into sharper 
focus as a target since 1980 largely 
because of controversial Reagan 
Administration initiatives on Leba- 
non. Central America and 
European- based missiles. 

His London-based firm, run by 
former MI-5, Scotland Yard and 
army officers, claims 600 multina- 
tionals as clients, including 26 of the 
top 50. It says it has advised on more 
than 140 cases of kidnap and extor- 
tion worldwide. 

For $3,500 a year, Control Risks 
provides a monthly Briefing Book on 
security situations in 64 countries. 
May's edition said more bombings of 
foreign banks could occur in Chile. 
Jewish businesses and defence- 
related companies were at increased 
risk in France and inadequate secur- 
ity heightened the chance of “a ma- 
jor terrorist incident” at Athens Air- 
port.

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Bank of America cuts dividend 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reiner). - 
Bankamerica. the world's fourth 
highest hank, has cut it quarterly 
shareholder dividend for the first 
time since the great depression of the 
1930s following huge loan losses. 
And analysts believe that further 
dividend cuts may be necessary. 

The dixidend cut announced late 
Monday - to 20 cents per share from 
38 cents in the previous quarter - 
suggests that loan problems at Bank- 
america. the second-largest U.S- 
bank after Citicorp, will put pressure 
on earnings for at least a year. 

Analysts say the bank may have to 
sell some overseas operations in 
efforts to regain profitability. 

Its directors decided to reduce The 
dividend in an eight-hour meeting 
Monday attended" by acting U.S. 
Comptroller of the Currency Joe 
Selby. 

Selby's office recently completed 


a four-month audit of the corpora- 
tion's main operating unit. Bank of 
America, which led to the bank's 
adding $527 million to the reserve it 
has set aside to cover loans that had 
soared during the second quarter. 

Management had reportedly 
opposed the regulator's orders to 
add to the loan loss reserve. The 
comptroller's office probably had a 
hand in the decision to reduce the 
payout to the bank's shareholders, 
analysts said. 

Bankamerica president Samuel 
Armacost said: “We are keenly 
aware that a reduction in the di- 
vidend will be difficult for many of 
our shareholders, and consequently 
this was a very hard decision for us." 

He said it “reflects the reality that 
key parts of the economy, which 
have major impact on the corpora- 
tion's loan portfolio, remain under 
considerable stress and are respond- 


Over 500 of Lloyd’s ‘names’ 
failed solvency test 


LONDON (Reuter). - A record 
number of “names." the wealthy 
individuals who underwrite Lloyd's 
of London, have failed a solvency 
test, the insurance market 
announced yesterday. 

Lloyd's chief executive Ian Hay 
Davison told a news conference that 
517 “names" - partners who are not 
active in underwriting but have unli- 
mited liability - had not shown the 
required readilv realizable assets of 
£I(X).000 ($134,000). 

Of those who failed the annual 
test. 325 were members of the trou- 
bled syndicates formerly managed 
by the PCW Underwriting Agency. ' 
which came under suspicion in 1982 
after allegations against two of its 
directors.

Dollar up, sterling down 


LONDON (Reuter). - The dollar 
was boosted on European foreign 
exchange markets yesterday as in- 
vestors shifted their funds out of 
sterling amid persistent fears about 
oil prices and speculation that Brit- 
ish interest rates might fall again. 
Currency dealers sad the dollar 
was the main beneficiary of the 
pound's sell-off. One said: “We saw 
a wave of sterling selling, especially 
from corporate customers who had 
grow a wortied about, sterling’s re- 
cent slide.”. 

Sterling ended in Europe at 
$1.3457, down more than two cents 


on the day. and at its lowest closing 
level in a month. This contrasts 
sharply with peaks hit one week ago 
when the pound nearly touched 
$1.43. 

The move to sell sterling provided 
the prime force in the market, trans- 
forming an initially dull day into one 
of heavy turnover and hectic dollar 
buying. 

Market traders had widely 'ex- 
pected yesterday’s British money 
supply figures, to suggest that room 
exists for a new cut in interest rates. 
As this would reduce returns on 
sterling investments, they sold the 
pound.

Chinese TV production 
can’t meet soaring demand

TEL AVTV - Israeli computer soft- 
ware is helping Venezuelan cattle 
breeders to manage their dairy herds 
more efficently, the Israeli hi-tech 
newsweekly People and Computers 
reveals in its current issue. 

According to the magazine, Anat 
Computers, a software house owned 
by Kibbutz Bror Hayil in the south, 
have installed software packages for 
dairy herd management in Vene- 
zuela. Anat now has more orders for 
similar packages from other South 
" Awrican countries ^ 

According to “managing director 
Eli Brooks, they have two things 
going for them. Since many of the 
kibbutz members come from various 



Latin American countries, they 
know the language and mentality of 
the people there. 

Secondly, all the people working 
on the computer programmes are 
kibbutz members who work part 
time as fanners. 

“This makes it easier for them to 
develop several unique computer 
software packages. They have in- 
sight into the special requirements of 
agricultural businesses in improving 
management and increasing profita- 
bility. This software has proven their 
cost-effectiveness in numerous en- 
terprises. • 

The Anat 100 Dairy Herd Man- 
agement-System is used as a data 
base on dairy herds giving both a 
historical view of events and data 
related to an individual cow or the 
herd as a whole.

“Everything we make is sold at 
once, with buyers putting down the 
money and then waiting tup to six* 
months. The delay in rural areas is 
longer than that,” she told Renters. 

China’s TV output In the first half 
of the year leapt 84% to almost eight 
million sets from the same period 
last year. Imports reached 2.3 mil-

“In black and white sets, Chinese 
brands can match those from Japan, 
but customers prefer imported ones 
when they buy a colour set,” a 
saleswoman said. 

The Japanese giant manufacturers 
have the market both ways, with 
several of China's leading companies 
using their equipment and compo- 
nents. 

The Dong -Feng factory has two 
colour- 3V production lines, both 
imported from Japan, and imports 
90% of its parts. 

“The Japanese gave us second- 
hand equipment and refuse to give 
us their latest technology,” Song 
complained; 

She estimated that almost all 
households in major cities now have 
a set, but ownership in rural areas 
was much lower. 

Prices of her factory’s black and 
white sets begin at $151, with an 
18-incb colour set selling for $510. 
The average urban wage in China is 
about $25 a month. 

“The domestic market is enor- 
mous, but we are already thinking 
ahead to the time when it is saturated 
and we will have to make other 
products,” Song said.

TEL AVIV. - A plan to entice 
potential investors by granting a tax 
haven to entrepreneurs who set up 
productive plants wax proposed 
yesterday by Economy and Planning 
Minister Gad Yaacobi. 

“Under this plan, .ail those work- 
ing in the new plant, from the mana- 
ger down to the lowest worker, will 
be totally exempt from paying in- 
come taxes for at least nine years, 
possibly as long as 12,*' Yaacobi told 
The Jerusalem Posti. 

“If we want investments!, this is 
the only solution. The government 
no longer has any funds from which 
to give loans and grants; as a matter 
of fact, the- Investment Centre is 
dormant," 

This "alternative route'* to in- 
creasing investment would thus im- 
pose no financial burden on the 
government,- and it would divert 
capital to the productive sector. 
Yaacobi believes that if the plan is 
adopted, about half of the invest- 
ments. will come from Israelis, and 
the rest froin abroad. 

Another advantage of the 
“alternative route" would be that 
; .the plant, or rather its products, 
$ji would be highly competitive. Costs 
' of production would be low, since 
taxes would not have to be taken into 
account as a factor in fixing prices. 
“And an employer could pay his 
workers much less - but their take- 
home pay would be greater.” 

Yaacobi said that the tax Haven is 
one of the plans his ministry is draw- 
ing up with the recommendation that 
it take effect immediately after the 
three-month emergency economy 
plan ends at the beginning of Octo- 
ber. 

“The three-month plan itself is 
showing considerable signs of suc- 
. ceeding,” he said. But he noted that 
“one month is certainly too short a 
time to draw any definite results. But 
the economy has cooled off some- 
what; the shopping spree is over, 
foreign currency reserves have be- 
gun to accumulate, even if very slow- 
ly, and the governmenthas managed 
to absorb several hundred billion 
shekels from the economy." 

All this was encouraging. "We 
only hope it is not too encouraging, 
for if the public believes it only takes 









a month to rectify the faults in the 
economy, pressure will begin to 
build up for an easier life.” 

On the negative side, so far there 
has been more talk about cutting the 
national budget than actual cutting. 
- and there are dangers that tax collec- 
tions would not be maintained, or 
that the price and wage fronts would 
not be held. 

But now is the time to plan for the 
future, Yaacobi said. 

He also proposed that immediate- 
ly after the emergency economy plan 
ends, steps be taken to reduce in- 
come tax rates. “This will encourage 
productivity and production, reduce 
costs, and avert wage demands.” 
Yaacobi also wants to nip in the 
bud any burgeoning wave of jobless 
by tapping unemployment com- 
pensation funds. These funds would 
be given to productive industries as 
wages for workers absorbed from 
the government and other services. 

“Thus, the employers would be 
able to hire new workers without any 
cost to them, and the new industrial 
workers would have a smooth 
switch-over from one job to 
another." The workers would be 
trained on the job for six months and 
then the unemployment compensa- 
tion payments through the em- 
ployers would be stopped. Yaacobi 
believes that most of the new work- 
would stay on at the plants,

- As for plans for firing thousands of 
workers in the civil service (includ- 
ing those working for the municipali- 
ties and the local authorities). 
Yaacobi favours the idea of reducing 
their work week to five days with pay 
for only five days. 

“This will obviate a surge of un- 
employed on the market; as a matter 
of fact, the “unemployment" will be 
spread evenly among some 250,000 
• civil servants.”

New scale saves time and wear

TEL AVIV.— The Bolet company of 
Ramat Gan has developed a new 
type of electronic scale for industrial 
and agricultural purposes. 

It is called Teomim (Twins) be- 
cause it has two weighing platforms, 
enabling it to be used when weighing 
a pallet full of produce brought on a 
fork lift. 


Previous types of scales caused 
damage both to the fork lift and the 


scale. Bolet says the new scale will 
save time, and wear-and-tear on 
forklift and scale.

Interest rates expected 
to drop by 3-4% next week

Interest rates are expected to drop 
by 3 to 4 per cent next week. 

The drop is expected to follow the 
Bank of Israel's announcement 
yesterday that from August IS it will 
reduce by 3 to 4 per cent the interest 
rates on monetary loans given the 
.commercial banks, and on those it 
pays the banks for sums they deposit 
in their accounts with the Bank of 
Israel. It is expected that the basic 
lending rate will drop to IS per cent S 
month. 

The anticipated reduction in in- 
terest rates will be the second carried 
out by the Bank of Israel in the past 
month. Nevertheless, interest rates 
continue to be very high. According 
to some estimates, they will reach 
7-9 per cent in real terms after the 
reduction. 

The central bank bas claimed that 
its policy will limit the increase in 
edit extended to the public.

But a report released on Monday 
by the bank showed that in the 
November 1984-May 1985 period, it 
failed to control the level of credit 
granted by the commercial banks. 
The report showed that free credit to 
the public in shekels rose by 26 per 
cent, despite very high interest rates. 

For the first time since the 
emergency stabilization plan was 
launched, the government yesterday 
made use of emergency regulations 
to sidestep the Law for the Protec- 
tion of Savings.

Downward trend seen levelling off 


TEL AVIV. - The joke circulating 
yesterday in financial circles - “The 
government has decided to save 
energy by turning out the light at the 
end of the tunnel" - did not seem to 
apply to the stock market. 

Although the trend was down- 
ward in ail fields, there was a definite 
feeling, after several days of badly 
foiling prices, that a new plateau was 
being reached, and that prices would 
stabilize at this new level at least for 
a short time. 

Index-linked bonds, which in the 
past few days have fallen by unpre- 
cedented amounts, did not recover, 
but the foils were much milder than 
in the past few days. Only a few fell 
heavily - by up to a 6 % but here and 
there there were also demands to 
buy. which were generally met at no 
rise m price or only a slight rise. 

Financial circles point out that 
some sort of stabilization is expected 
here, for after publication of the July 
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cost-of-living index, which is ex- 
pected to be very high, the following 
months will show only small rises in 
the index, perhaps of 2 or 3%. 

Foreign currency linked bonds fell 
yesterday, in some cases (Gil boa) by 
up to 3% . The feeling was that there 
was a definite move out of dollar- 
linked bonds into shekel deposits 
which are paying high interest. 

Arrangement shares were slightly 
down. Some financial observers ex- 
pected them to fall much more, 
following a newspaper report that 
the government was deliberately 
planning to delay the devaluation of 
the shekel until after these are re- 
deemed by pensioners at the end of 
October, thus depriving them of a 


considerable percentage of their true 
value. 

But the feeling was that if such a 
devaluation, which should take 
place early in November when the 
three-month emergency economic 
plan ends, would not be deliberately 
delayed to hurt the pensioners (and 
save the government considerable 
money, since some S700m. in ar- 
rangement shares are up for redem- 
ption), but would only be part of 
general policy. 

The “Albin atmosphere” was felt 
less yesterday than on the two pre- 
ceding days. Although shares con- 
nected with him continued to fall, 
there was a distinct tendency among 
the “heavy” or “solid” shares to 
remain firm. For example, such solid 
shares as Property and Building, 
Gal Israel, I.D.B. Development, 
Clal Industries, and Dead Sea 
Works, remained firm, while Dis- 
count Investment even rose. 


Free shares rose 43% in July, arrangement shares fell 10%

TEL AVIV. - The value of all stocks 
traded on the TeL Aviv Stock Market 
(in dollar terms) increased by 5.3% 
(or by S367m.) in July to stand at 
S7 53 billion, according to 
Securiteam-Management. the finan- 
cial consultancy firm. 

The firm notes that the 5.3% rise 
in July fails to tell the entire story, 
for if the “arrangement shares,” 
which fell by about 10% in July are 
"neutralized’ 1 , then the free shares 
rose by 42.9%, which is about 
S883m. 


The leader was the non- 
arrangement bank shares’, which 
rose by 60.3% in value, followed by 
land development, up 59.6%. in- 
vestment companies up 47.8%. and 
oil exploration. 61.8%. 

During July the shekel was de- 
valued by 17% in relation to the 
dollar. 

The company whose shares sky- 
rocketed highest since the beginning 
of the year was Koor industries, 
which belongs to Hevrat Ovdira, the 
Hisiadrot holding company .

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The Hiroshima doud 


FORTY YEARS ago this week the cities of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki were devastated with a single American atom bomb 
each. Japan surrendered and the world was transformed. 

Whether it was transformed for better or for worse remains 
to this day a matter for debate, and the debate will not be 
settled by mere argument. The arsenals of the super-powers 
alone are now crammed with nuclear weapons deadly enough 
to annihilate ail humanity several times over; weapons which, 
even if parsimoniously used in a mutual exchange, could 
produce a “nuclear winter" sufficient to nearly blot out life on 
this planet. 

But the fact is that these weapons have never once been used 
since Nagasaki, not even tactically. On the contrary, their 
deterrent effect may have prevented the eruption - of another 
conventional world war between the now seemingly irreconcil- 
able foes, the U.S. and the Soviet Union. Considering their 
lethal potentiality. Robert J. Oppenheimer’s “two scorpions in 
a bottle" have been a model of pru.dence and even decorum. 

But the threat of nuclear war persists, and not only between 
super-powers, dragging the rest of the world along with them. 
This threat should especially trouble small states whose very 
survival may depend on their ability to fend off conventional or 
even nuclear blackmail, or even assault, by their neighbours. 
That means it should trouble Israel. 

Oddly. ^Israel's public does not seem to be particularly 
troubled. This may be due to the well-developed tendency of 
Israelis to take the worst dangers in their stride. But it may also 
be due to the readiness of Israelis to trust their leaders in 
matters of life and death. 

Israel's nuclear doctrine was enunciated long ago by Levi 
Eshkol when he stated that this country would not be the first to 
introduce nuclear weapons into the’ Middle East. This was 
taken to imply that, if and when the Arabs were ready with 
weapons, so would Israel be. A provision was. however, 
entered by Yigal Allon when he expressed the hope that Israel 
would not permit its enemies to be the first to acquire these 
weapons. TTiis in turn implied the sort of strategy exemplified in 
the destruction of the Iraqi nuclear reactor four years ago. 

This still leaves a great many questions unanswered, but the 
Israel public does not press for answers. It is in foreign sources 
that Israelis read discussions regarding this country's capabili- 
ties or non-capabilities in the nuclear Held. 

Publicly-voiced suggestions that the IDF go nuclear, as a 
measure of economy, provoke little p.ublic controversy. And, 
perhaps even more important, in deciding who their rulers 
should be. Israeli voters do not ask themselves whose finger can 
be trusted on the nuclear trigger, if Israel were to have such 
weapons. 

Given some of the cast of characters with extremist views 
who vie for political leadership in this country, perhaps it is time 
that voters did ask themselves this question. 


Austrian duplicity 


THE CLOSING DOWN of the Hospice hospital in Jerusalem's 
Old City has set off some expected and some not so expected 
fireworks. 

The small, 40-bed hospital was one of several badly run- 
down and woefully under-equipped but government-financed 
medical institutions around the country slated for closure by the 
Ministry of Health. On strictly medical grounds, the decision 
could hardly be challenged : Jerusalem is already suffering from 
a surfeit of beds in first-class hospitals. But these are all Jewish 
hospitals, while the Hospice happened to be located in the Old 
City's Moslem Quarter, run by Arab doctors and administra- 
tors. and catering to an Arab constituency. 

When the scheduled closure was announced last month, the 
PLO hastened to charge in a message to the World Health 
Organization that the decision was political; and then the 
Jordan government followed suit with a similar communication 
to Perez de Cuellar, the UN’s secretary general. There was a 
grain of truth in the charge: Israel’s government would not 
cooperate in rehabilitating the Hospice with PLO funds and 
allow it to operate as a PLO hospital on Israel territory. 

But protests have also been coming from Vienna, and these 
are truly strange. 

Not that the Austrians have no stake in the matter. The 
Hospice is the property of the Austrian Catholic Church, which 
put it up 130 years ago as a pilgrims’ hostel. The hostel was 
converted into a hospital by the Jordanians in 1948, with the 
promise that it would be evacuated - and returned to church 
control - in 1966, by which time an alternative hospital would 
be built outside the walls. The Jordanians did not stick to their 
time-table, and then the Six Day War intervened. 

With the unification of Jerusalem, the Hospice became the 
responsibility of the Ministry of Health. But the Austrian 
Church, and particularly Vienna's Cardinal Franz Koenig, kept 
pressing Israeli authorities about the Church's interest in 
reclaiming its property. Mayor Teddy Kollek assured the 
cardinal that he would do his level best to accommodate him. 

The Austrian government, for its part, gave every indication 
that it supported the Church's position, and a succession of 
Austrian ambassadors to Israel, including the incumbent, Otto 
Pleinart. drove the message home. 

But as soon as the closure was made official, emissaries of the 
Austrian Church began spreading the word among the Arab 
population and the "foreign press in Jerusalem that Vienna 
wanted the Hospice to remain open as a hospital; and Cardinal 
Koenig, only a few days after telling a Catholic news agency 
that he insisted on getting the building back, promised Jordan's 
Crown Prince Hassan that he would try to get the hospital 
reopened. At the same time, officials in Vienna apparently 
fostered, or at least did nothing to counter, reports hostile to 
Israel on this question in the Austrian press. 

Ambassador Pleinart, meanwhile, brought u stiff letter of 
protest against the Israeli action to the Foreign Ministry. 

Director-General David Kimche declined to accept it on the 
ground that it represented intolerable interference in internal 
Israeli affairs. That was a mild response. It would have been 
better to have sent the envoy packing on the ground that his 
protest represented insufferable, and politically motivated, 
duplicity on the part of the Austrians.

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THE LONG and enduring debate 
on the relationship between anti- 
Semitism and anti-Zionism has 
attracted a great deal of attention, 
produced a plethora of pamphlets 
and generated profound passions. 
Yet. it is only very recently that 
attempts have been made to estab- 
lish, in a scholarly way. the exact 
nature of this controversial rela- 
tionship. 

What would constitute evidence 
of the relationship between anti- 
Zionism and anti-Semitism? 

First, there is the ideological 
dimension. Although one usually re- 
fers to the phenomenon of “anti- 
Zionist ideology," this, in fact, is a 
term which groups together several 
ideologies that are quite disparate. 

In Christian anti-Zionism. Jews 
are blamed for the crime of deicide. 
Christian anti-Zionists stress that it 
was the Jews who were responsible 
for the death of Jesus. Given that 
Zionism is the creation of the Jews, it 
is therefore opposed by Christians 
for deicidal reasons. 

Another consideration is that Jew- 
ish dispersion in the Diaspora is seen 
as having been God's punishment of 
the Jews for their “crime." And 
Zionism, which tries to undo what is 
believed to be God's will, is there- 
fore condemned. 

Right-wing anti-Zionism is based 
on the conspiracy theory, the origin 
of which lies in the Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion, a forged document 
circulated in Europe at the turn of 
the century. It consisted of the mi- 
nutes of the so-called secret deli-‘ 
berations of the leaders of world 
Jewry plotting to control the destiny 
of the world. The first Zionist Con- 
gress in Basle in 1897 was considered 
the framework of these demonic 
consultations. 

On the left, there is a tradition of 
hostility to Judaism from Proudhon 
to Kreisky, and this includes Marx, 
Engels, Kautsky, Stalin, Adler. 
Bauer and many more. 

Their hostility to Judaism has 
been transferred to Zionism and the 
State of Israel. Kautskv, Lenin. 


Trotsky and Stalin saw Zionism as a 
reaction to the suppression of Juda- 
ism and. therefore, as reactionary. 
An unparalleled campaign of vili- 
fication of Zionism, with exorbitant 
allegations and crude language 
(which was clearly anti-Semitic), was 
inaugurated in the Soviet Union in 
1963 with the publication of Kich- 
kos’ Judaism witkoui Embellish- 
ment, a campaign - which has con- 
tinued unabated to this day. 


AMONG THE VARIOUS anti- 
Zionist ideologies propagated by 
Jews, the only one with an anti- 
Jewish theme was that advocated by 
Jews who sought to assimilate into 
gentile society. This took place dur- 
ing the Age of Enlightenment, when 
the status of Jews in Western and 
Central Europe improved signifi- 
cantly. 

Those Jews had great hopes in this 
new world that was opening its gates 
to them, ar.d every impediment to 
the assimilation of Jews - including 
Zionism - was considered to be 
reactionary. 

Finally ,’ there is undoubtedly j 
dear and strong element of anti- 
Judaism in Arab and Moslem anti- 
Zionism. This can be seen in the 
frequent references to. and uses of. 
anti-Jewish expressions in the Koran 
in the context of the hostility to 
Zionism and Israel. There is also 
frequent use of the .themes of the 
Protocols of the Elders of Zion, the 
blood libel and the justification of 
Nazi crimes. 

The second category of evidence 
of the relationship between anti- 
Zionism and anti-Semitism is pro- 
vided by those anti-Zionists who 
openly recognize that their anti- 
Zionism is anti-Semitic. 

They acknowledge that for them 
there is no difference between Zion- 
ists and Jews and that an attack on 
Zionists is an attack on the Jews. 

Emile Algohi, the former Jorda- 
nian minister for social affairs, is on 
■record as having said that there is no 
difference between' Jews and Zion- 
ists. All Jews are Zionists and all the 


Zionists are Jews, be says, and who- 
ever thinks differently does not think 
logically. 

Some anti-Zionists go even furth- 
er in acknowledging that their hostil- 
ity towards Zionism is an expression 
of anti-Semitism. 

At a plenary session of the Central 
Committee of the Polish Communist 
Party in July 1968, a member of the 
central committee, one Rummski. 
acknowledged that in the struggles 
waged by the socialist forces against 
revisionism and Zionism, there had 
been ramifications of anti-Semitism . 

A third way of showing the rela- 
tionship between anti-Zionism and 
anti-Semitism is to examine inst- 
ances where Zionism is used as a 
code word for Judaism. 

In 1972. the Soviet Embassy in 
Paris was charged with circulating 
anti-Semitic literature in one of its 
publications. The Soviet Embassy's 
defence was that the article in ques- 
tion was directed at Zionists, not 
Jews. 

Grigory Svirsky, an expen in Rus- 
sian anti-Semitism, subsequently 
produced quotations from an anti- 
Semitic publication of the infamous 
Cossack band, the Black Hundreds. 
The texts of the Soviet Embassy 
publication and that of the Black 
Hundreds were identical but for one 
small, significant detail: in the Soviet 
Embassy's publication, each men- 
tion of the word Jew had been re- 
placed by the word Zionist. 

The fourth way of determining a 
relationship between anti-Semitism 
and anti-Zionism is to be seen in the 
way the double standard operates. 
Zionism and Israel are judged 
according to one measure; the Arab 
countries arid other parties accord- 
ing to another. What makes this 
form of anti-Zionism anti-Semitic is 
that it is the Jews as such who are the 
target of attack. 

The concept of self-determination 
as it is applied by anti-Zionists is a 
good illustration. The principle of 
self-determination is understood to 
mean the right of people to decade 
their own political fate. 
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According to the anti-Zionists, 
the Palestinians as a people have the 
right to demand a state of tbgir own. 
Yet the Jews, who also consider 
themselves a people, are denied this 
same right. 

The anti-Zionists who use the 
double standard have determined 
that no matter how the Jews regard 
themselves, they do not form a peo- 
ple and are therefore not entitled to 
a state of their own. The subjective 
standard of self-determination is 
transformed in the case of the Jews 
into quite a different standard. 

The fifth way of determining a 
connection between anti-Zionism 
and anti-Semitism is the claim by 
some researchers that such a rela- 
tionship may be inferred from the 
consequences of anti-Zionism. 

The substance of this theory is 
that, since support for Israel is 
shared by most Jews throughout the 
world, and since Israel is sefen as an 
important, if not central, dimension 
of Jewish identity, an attack on 
Israel is, therefore, an attack on 
Jews all over the world. 

An examination of the main 
themes of anti-Zionism over the past 
few years shows the consistent link- 
ing of Zionism and racism - en- 
shrined in the 1973 UN Resolution - 


and the equation of Zionism with 
Nazism, which has frequently been 
heard since the Lebanon war. 

By applying the theory above, an 
anti-Jewish dimension can be seen in 
the equation of Zionism and Israel 
with Racism and Nazism: the 
charges axe tantamount to accusing 
the Jews of the world of being racists# 
and Nazis. 


ONE CANNOT, however, con- 
clude that the link between anti- 
Semitism and anti- Zionism is abso- 
lute. It would, for example, be diffi- 
cult to- accept that some minor Jew- 
ish anti-Zionist groups, such as the 
Bund or Netorei Kaita. could be 
considered to be anti-Semitic. 

The pervasiveness of anti-Judaism 
in anti-Zionism casts doubts on the 
vigorous assertions of anti-Zionists 
that they harbour no ill-feeling at all 
towards the Jews. 

The fact is, though, that since the 
Holocaust open declarations of anti- 
Semitic sentiments have been re- 
latively rare. 

Anti-Ziosism, however, allows 
anti-Semites to express their feelings 
in a somewhat more concealed way.

THE JUSTICE OF ORTHODOX WOMEN’S DEMANDS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. - I shall ignore Rabbi Bern- 
stein’s opening slur on myself and 
Pnina Peli in his letter of July 19. Not 
only are many of your readers 
already fully aware that I am no 
“avatar of Astarte"; most of them 
must realize that name-calling is 
often the last resort of people at bay, 
whose sole mode of defence is to cast 
aspersions on the probity of those 
they see as opponents. 

As for Rabbi Bernstein's concrete 
objections to the study session which 
was organized by the Israel 
Women's Caucus, I should like to 
note the following points: 

(1) We have already made several 
representations to the Israel rabbi- 
nical establishment, particularly on 
issues connected with personal sta- 
tus and family law (divorce, igun and 
related matters). We have not raised 
the issue of women's prayer because 
it affects fewer women in Israel than 
does the malfunctioning of rabbinic- 
al courts. We can thus not be accused 
of not turning, in the first instance, 
to our local authorities. 

(2) Our decision to hold a meeting 
within the time-framework of the 
RCA's Jubilee Conference stemmed 
from several factors: Rabbi Bern- 
stein’s derogatory comments on 
women's prayer groups as published 
in the Jewish press; our indignation 
at the total omission of any reference 
to women's spiritual aspirations on 
an agenda which appeared to be a 
veritable ragbag of contemporary 
issues: our desire to establish a dia- 
logue with some of the outstanding 
rabbinical authorities whom we 
knew to be among the participants a: 
the conference; and, above all. our 
belief that what happens in the world 
of U.S. Jewry is directly related to, 
and may have a strong influence 
upon, religious life in Israel. tThe 
above reasons are given in inverse 
order to their importance.) 

We issued an invitation to all par- 
ticipants in the Dialogue, their wives 
and.f ami Lies, to join us in our study - 
session, which was devoted to an 
examination of pertinent halachic 
sources. What was made dear by all 
our speakers was that there is indeed 
a basis for our belief that halachic 
grounds can be found not only for 
women's prayer groups, but also for 
innumerable other solutions to vex- 
ing problems which at present beset 
the Jewish community in general, 
and women most specifically. 

It is regrettable that Rabbi Bern- 
stein. like the vast majority of the 
other members of ihe RCA. did not 
deign to respond to our invitation, 
though we had scheduled the study- 
session al a time when, according to 
the conference programme, the 
members had no other official activi-

ties to occupy them. Had he 
accepted out invitation, he would 
have learned, as so many of us did, 
that the halachic sources he asks us 
to produce do in fact exist. Whether 
he would have accepted them as 
valid, is, of course, quite another 
question. Our unfortunate experi- 
ence is that any halachic source or 
responsa which is not wholly to the 
liking of the more reactionary rabbis 
is rejected as being inadequately 
orthodox. 

In this connection, it was interest- 
ing to learn from Rabbi Benjamin 
Wallfish. an executive vice- 
president of the RCA who did attend 
our meeting, that Rabbi Bernstein is 
more extreme than his predecessor 
where women's rights are concerned 
and that, had there been a different 
constellation of authority, the 
RCA's attitudes and responses 
might have been very different. 

It is precisely because of the plur- 
alism which. 1 believe, is a virtue of 
even Orthodox Judaism that Pnina 
Peli and 1. like thousands of other 
observant women, prefer to concen- 
trate our efforts on persuading the 
Orthodox rabbinate of the justice of 
our demands, rather than taking the 
easy way out and joining what Rabbi 
Bernstein dismissively refers to as 
the “cults" of Conservative and Re- 
form Judaism.

Sir, - In a manpower survey he 
recently prepared, the Deputy 
Director General of the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade, David Brodet, 
warned that in the early.’90s 
a shortage of about 8,000 practical 
engineers and technicians was to be ■ 
anticipated. 


In our office, the alarm was raised 
when about a quarter of our gradu- 
ates started to ask for English trans- 
lations of their study records. Upon 
inquiry, I discovered that these 
graduates intended to go abroad for 
a degree , as their studies at a technic- 
al college are not academically 
approved by the Israeli universities, 
whereas in the United States and 
Europe, they get 90-95 credits out of 
the required 123. Consequently, in 
one year, they can get their academic 
degree there. 

Unfortunately, many of these 
graduates do not return to Israel. 
Moreover, even those who have no 
difficulty in finding good jobs here 
also decide to leave eventually in 
order to continue their studies 
abroad because they too are not 
ready to start from scratch at an 
Israeli university. 

This ever-increasing worrying 
phenomenon could, in my opinion, 
be prevented if an academic degree 
in technological studies were intro- 


duced in the technical colleges here. 
This will not only raise the level of 
technological training in Israel, but 
will also serve as an incentive for 
those who had intended to take an 
academic degree in general studies 
to change course and study for a 
practical profession, thus contribut- 
ing to the development of modern 
technology in Israel. 

I therefore would urge the Council 
for Higher Education and the Gov- 
ernment Institute for Technological 
Training to work towards this end, 
thus contributing to a solution of Mr.
